Dear Editor, 
Tesco Developments 


I was concerned to hear that Tesco 
had been given the opportunity to in- 
doctrinate our primary school children 
on the ‘benefits’ that the proposed en- 
largement of their store will bring to the 
Village. I can only hope the School will 
ensure that the children, in the interest 
of their education, will be given an op- 
portunity to hear the counter-arguments 
against Tesco re-development in the 
centre of their village. Perhaps the 
School will invite Mr. Ryan, one of our 
Parish Councillors, to discuss the 
downside of the development with them 
(his letter on this subject in the Novem- 
ber BHN was excellent). 

Tesco obviously painted a very rosy 
picture of the scheme to the children:- 
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extra jobs” - but how many 
of these will be taken by Bar Hill resi- 
dents? Indeed, how many of the exist- 
ing workforce reside in the Village? My 
guess is between 20% and 40% (per- 
haps Tesco can enlighten us). The re- 
mainder probably use a car to come to 
work. A further question to ponder - 
just how good an employer is Tesco ? 


b) Tesco promised “more greenery 
for wildlife” - Tesco has been in the Vil- 
lage a long time and I have seen little 
evidence of their interest in the local 
environment. One only has to visit their 
store to see the state of the Mall and 
the derelict Garden Centre to gauge the 
interest Tesco shows in the local envi- 
ronment. 

c) “More car parking spaces” - we 
already have massive and unsightly car- 
parks in the centre of the Village. Do 
we really want more ? 

As Mr. Ryan’s letter so clearly high- 
lighted, the development should not be 
considered in isolation from other issues. 
It may be nice to have a bright new 
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store here, but there will be a large in- 
crease in traffic into and out of the Vil- 
lage if the re-development is approved, 
which will have a significant impact on 
the residents of the Village. It will cer- 
tainly be more time-consuming to enter 
and leave the Village; Tesco has not yet 
given us an estimate of the expected 
increase of traffic (from yet more cus- 
tomers and their enlarged workforce) 
on the already overloaded A14. Coun- 
cillor Reynolds, who has campaigned 
for so long on our behalf for improve- 
ments to the A14, must be close to de- 
spair over this development which will 
add to the problems on the road. 

Finally, I enjoyed reading the excel- 
lent letters from the children in the De- 
cember BHN, but I believe that Tesco 
should not have been allowed to dis- 
cuss these matters with them until they 
were prepared to give a more balanced 
explanation of their plans and the im- 
pact they might have on their Village.

The monthly meeting of the Parish 
Council took place on 21 January 1999 
Tesco Redevelopment 

Tesco have incorporated the five is- 
sues, discussed at the public meeting of 
villagers, into their plans. These issues 
were: a) access for pedestrians; b) ac- 
cess by road; c) community facilities; 
d) security; e) aesthetics. The plans 
have now been given the Parish 
Council’s approval and returned to 
South Cambridgeshire District Council 
for their planning meeting on 3 Febru- 
ary 1999. Villagers may view the plans 
at the Parish Council office by contact- 
ing me on 780456. 

Tree Management Programme 

The survey has now been completed 
and necessary works to trees deemed 
to be dangerous will be given priority. 
This work will be carried out prior to 
birds returning to nest. 


Play Area 
The large play area near the Village 
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ave new fencing very 
shortly. Contractors have been asked 
to look at other play areas around the 
Village with a view to refurbishment 
where necessary. 
Youth Centre 
The Parish Councillors take the 
comments made by the youth regard- 
ing their requirements to improve facili- 
ties in and around the Youth Centre very 
seriously. It is proposed to erect a bas- 
ketball net at the rear of the Centre and 
to resurface the area for this purpose. 
Colts Football Club 
The Parish Council has obtained 
suitable premises to house football 
equipment for the Colts Football. 
Cars Parking on Grassed Areas 
Cars parked on open grassed areas 
will not be permitted and where neces- 
sary parking tickets will be given by the 
police or traffic enforcement officer. 
Footpaths 
The Parish Council are looking into 
the problem of the paved area beside 
the Tennis Courts and hopefully this will 
be solved in the very near future. 
A continuous path from The Farm- 


10use to Appletrees is also being 
looked into. 

I have reported the path at the op- 
posite side to the Farmhouse, which is 
constantly under water, to South Cam- 
bridgeshire District Council, who have 
assured me they will be correcting this 
as soon as possible.

News from Cambridge 
Community Health Council 
We keep hearing about the enor- 
mous strains on the NHS - here are a 
few ideas for us to help the hard pressed 
health professionals provide us witha 
better service. 


If you need to call an emergency 
ambulance, make sure that the crew can 
find your home easily. Tell the operator 
your Postcode or the grid reference of 
your property if you live in an isolated 
area. Check that your house number is 
clearly visible from the road. Turn on 
the lights in all the rooms at the front of 
the house and switch on your car head- 
lights too. 

Broken appointments cause annoy- 
ance and frustration to staff and delay 
another patient’s treatment. Please let 


the hospital or surgery know in good 
time if you can’t attend. You will find 
the Clinic and Ward numbers under the 
Addenbrooke’s entry in the business 
section of the Phone Book. 


Have you got borrowed equipment 
such as wheelchairs, crutches, walking 
sticks or frames which you don’t need 
anymore? Call the Joint Equipment Ser- 
vice (01223 726222) to arrange for it 
to be collected so that it can be used 
by someone else. 


Help reduce the steadily increasing 
drug prescribing budget by not expect- 
ing a prescription every time you visit 
the doctor. 

Stagecoach Cambus has started a 
new service from the Newmarket Road 
Park and Ride site to Addenbrooke’s 
which will save you the stress of trying 
to find a parking space. If you have to 


make frequent visits to the hospital you 
can use the weekly Mega Rider ticket 
on this and other routes. Ifyou need to 
visit a patient every day you can get a 
weekly ticket from Total Car Park 
Management, whose office is just off 
the Concourse past the bank. 


We can help ourselves by carrying 
out self-examination for possible can- 
cer lumps. Although the National 
Screening Programmes target a specific 
age range, you are entitled to ask your 
GP for screening when you are outside 
that age group. There are 25 factsheets 
on women’s health available from GPs 
as well as information about other con- 
ditions . 

“We hope these tips will help mem- 
bers of the public to get the best out of 
their NHS,” says Valerie Leake, Chair- 
man of Cambridge Community Health 
Council.
